i GIVES UP ALTON, 


Surrenders Control to Coterie of 
Rock Island Men. 


ACTION -AVERTS OPEN WAR, 


Ultimatum Served on Him a Month 
Ago That He Must Retire. 


New York, June M.—[{Special.}—Edward 
H. Harriman today surrendered control of 
the Chicago and Alton railroad to B. F. Yoa- 
kum, W. H. Moore, Daniel G. Reid, and 
others dominant in the affairs of the Rock 
Island railroad. 

His action was the result of an ultimatum 
served on him, the rejection of which meant 
open war between the railway systems con- 
trolled by him and the men who today re- 
ceived his capitulation. 

The Rock Island men a month ago notified 
Mr. Harriman that they no longer would 
abide by the ten year contract made two 
years ago under which, the Rock Island and 
| the Union Pacific alternately controlled-the 
policy of the Alton. 

Mr. Harriman, who told the interstate com- 
merce commission the Rock Island carried 
the bag for the Union Pacific in the Alton 
deal, was not prepared for the change of 
front in his associates and for the last thirty 
days he has debated with himself whether it 
would be better for him to fight or not. His 
final conclusion was to step down and out. 
He and his allies on the Alton board of di- 
rectors therefore will be retired at the annual 
election in October, 


Auditor’s Report a Revelation. 

When Mr. Harriman told the interstate 
commerce investigators the part the Rock 
Island played in the Alton’s affairs, Rock 
Island auditors were put to work on the Al- 
ton's accounts. From their statement to 
Mr. Yoakum it seems Mr. Harriman did not 
tell the site of the Dag the Rock Island had 
deen carrying, nor did that line itself realize 
the extent of the bürden. When they did 
thé decision to oust Harriman was quickly 
reached. 

The loss of the Alton will not be as severe 
a blow to Mr, Harriman as it would have 
been last year. Now he controls the Illinois 
Central, which connects at Omaha with the 
Union Pacific,

Carnegie was flattered with the importance 
the German representatives attaghed to the 
dedication of the new Carnegie institute 


here in April. 
In a speech at the dedication Carnegte de- 


clared that Emperor William is one of the 
greatest men the worid ever has known, and 
predicted he would wield a vast influence in 
the world's affairs. 


Keeps Details of Girt Secret. 

At that time Carnegie announced he would 
present Germany with a replica of the famous 
Diplodocus, and to several of those close to 
him he mtimated there would be something 
more for the people of Germany. The gift 
which he now is to make to the Germen people 
ia what he referred to. It is impossible to 
secure any additional information regarding 
the proposed gift here. Carnegie desires this 
mark of generosity to the Germans should 
come to them in the nature of a surprise.

It will be 5 o’clock tomorrow morning be- 
fore the launch can be raised; and at the pres- 
ent time no one knows how many bodies will 
be ‘found. A diver is at the bottom of the 
roads placing the cables with which the 
derricks will raisé the launch. 


Tow Line Cause of Tragedy. 

As far as the diver could tell the hull of the 
launch was not damaged. only the canopy 
frame being crushed. This indicates that the 
beat was not in collision with a tug or other 
such craft.

The new Michael Reese hospital at Twenty 
ninth street and Groveland avente, which 
cost with ite furnishings nearly $1,000,000, 
will be turned over to the trustees of that in- 
stitution on tomorrow morning by the United 
Hebrew Charities without a dollar of indebt- 
edness. Leon Mandel, as chairman ef the 
building’ committee of the United Hebrew 
Charitiés, will make the presentation speech, 
and E. G. Foreman, president of the hospital 
trustees, will respond. Gov. Demeen will de- 
liver an address, and there will be a speech by 
Mayor Busse or his official representative. 

Invitations have been sent to 8,000 persons. 
Not more than 800 can find places in the 
memorial hall, which is one of the show feat- 
ures of the institution, but a reception com- 
mittee of fifty will conduct everybody over 
the hospital, which is considered the most 
modern institution of its kind in this country. 

The hospital is a six story building, of 
granite, gray brick, and terra cotta, as nearly 
fireproof as modern architecture can devise, 
It has 350 rooms and will accommodate 800 
patients. The first operation will- be per- 
formed at the institution ohn Wednesday, and 
patients will be moved into it tomorrow. 

The institution is the sugcessor of the first 
Jewish hospital, established in Chicago in 
1867 in La Salle avenue, which burned during 
the great fire.

This goes to show that the woman as @ 
whole still considers matrimony as her proper 
2 in Hfe. She works because she nas to 
work. It is necessity which impels her to 
earn wages and not a love of work nor a de- 
sire to thrust herself into the man's place. 

Habit Still Supreme. 

This is shown by the curious fact that the 
proportion of women of comparatively ten- 
der age who are employed as wage earners is 
extremely large. The percentage remains 


high during the time when women have sweet- 


hearts and go to the theaters and eat ice 
cream and attend dances and display a fond- 


sions. The statistics show that the marriage 
habit is as supreme as ever, and, to the credit 
of the American man, it must be observed 
that as a rule when the girl of his heart mar- 
ries him he is capabie of supporting her, and 
generally prefers that she should devote her- 
selt to the home rather. than to increasing 
the family income by outside work. 

It is little short of startling to discover that 
out of all the women breadwinners in the. 
United States, numbering approximately 
5,000,000, no less than 44 per cent are between 
the ages of 16 and 24. In this re they 
far outstrip the men, because the total 
number of male wage earners, only about 25 
per cent are less than 25 years of age. The 
man seems to take longer for his schooling, 
or for his apprenticeship in some way. 

The girl does not leave home as a man does, 
as I Shall be able to show later on, but she 
seems to get to work earlier nowadays. Her 
period of work is shorter, because she is 
looking forward to marriage, but she certain- 
ly does begin to earn wages in a much larger 
proportion during the early time of life than 
ig the case with her brother. So completely 
ie this true that it is found on investigation 
that 68 per cent, or a little over two-thirds 
of all the women wage earners in the United 
States, were less than 35 years of age. 

Apparently 88 years is the dead line of the 
marriage a the industrial woman 
as well as for s of her more fortunate 
sisters who remain.at home. From that time 
on the percentage diminishes rapidly. Among 
the men, 95 per cent of the total number be- 
tween the ages of 45 and 88 ere still bread- 
winners, while less than 15 per cent of the 
women between those ages are classed as 
wage earners. 

25 to 35 Years the 

The woman begins to marry out of business 
quite rapidly at about the age of 25, and 
continues it for the next ten years. After 


mat time the marriages become much less 


frequent, but the woman herself, not being 
endowed with man’s stiperior physical ca- 
pacity, drops out of work, sb that of the great 
army of 5,000,000 women bread winners, not 
one-tenth have reached the mature age of 
45, when a man, if he is taking care of him- 
self, is in the prime of life and is able, under 
certain conditions, tg earn more than at any 
time previously or in the future. 

In booking over the curiosities which de- 
velop so rapidly in @ study of the woman 
bread winner, it should constantly be borne 
in mind that the figures, as a whole, must 
always be considered with reference to the 
fact that we have, in this country @ distinct 
racial class of wage earners, That is to say, 
the negro is still a hewer of wood and a draw- 
er of water. The negro women keep up the 
percentage of the family wage ers.

ners. They stay at work in the fields, in 
dom service, and in other extremely 
subordinate avenues of employment long 
after the white woman has retired to her 
own home or has actually broken down in 
service. 


Work Forced Upon the Single Woman. 

When I said that the woman works through 
necessity, a fact was stated that can be 
emply substantiated by the advance figures 
supplied to me by the census bureau. It has 


‘already been shown that the percentage of 


women workers is large during the earlier 
years, and then rapidly drops. when the op- 
portunity of marriage presents itself. Fur- 
ther inquiry shows there were approximately 
in the United States at the time of the last 
census 13,810,057 married women. Of these 
enly 760,477 were bread winners. Of those 
who were single about 46 per cent were at 
work, while of those Who were married less 
than 6 per cent found it necessary to labor 
outside of their own homes, 

In each case it is the husband who is to be 
credited with this condition. When the hus- 
band dies the woman goes back to work, if 
she was a worker before, and if the family 
partnership did not produce enough to keep 
her in idleness, The figures show that nearly 
one in every three widows is a bread winner. 

An even more startling showing of the fact 
that it is necessity which forces the woman 
to work comes in the case of the divorced 
woman, where practical widowhood is forced 
upon the woman by operation of law instead 
of by death. In that case she gobs back to 
work even more frequently. The figures 
show that about 55 per cent of the divorced 
women of the country are gt work for wages. 

Majority Work and Live at Home. 

It is not my purpose in the present article, 
which is entirely introductory, to go in to 
the question of the different ocoupations 
which women have entered, and in many of 
which they have actually driven the men to 
the wall either by superior capacity or by 
superior adaptability to pecullar conditions. 
In concluding this preliminary survey of the 
women who work, which will be followed by 
® series on the same subject, it is only neces- 
sary to call attention to the fact that about 
two out of every three female bread winners 
in the largegeities live at home. About one- 
third of them board with outsiders., 

From this it can be understood that as 4 
rule the woman who works does not usually 
Work for herself alone. To a larger degree 
than the men, she works for people 
dependent upon herself outside of the mar-

Refuses Bill of Particulars. 


Judge Anderson also made it plain. that he 
would refuse to force the government to 


„grant a bill of particulars to Mr. Walsh's 


attorneys. 

The points that Judge Anderson considered 
well taken and probably will sustain were 
found in counts 144 and 157 of the second in- 
dictment. Mr. Miller held thet the language 
of the indictment was indefinite and that the 
indiecriminate use of the words “ certifi- 
cates and “ bonds” made the counts of no 
weight or meaning. 

Other points raised by Mr. Miller roused 
only the sarcasm of the judge. Mr. Miller 
hel@ that there wat no misapplication of 
funds when Mr. Walsh loaned approzimately 
$6,000,000 to the Southern Indiana railway. 
The bank, he said, had a legal right to over- 
pay drafts so long as there was no criminal 
intent, everything was legal that was not 
criminal, and the indictment was full of 
epithets and words that carried two mean- 
ings. 

Mere Quibble Over Word. 

“Do you consider unlawfully and willfully 
vague epithets?’ Judge Anderson asked. 
„What am I to gather from your remarks, 
anyway? Is it that because the word pay 
may not mean a debt that this whole indict- 
ment must be quashed? What is the pur- 
pose of this indictment? Is it possible in this 
day and generation that a court is asked to 
strain a point about a word in order to 
destroy an indictment? 

It will take more than that, Mr. Miller. 
Tell me something that is really wrong. I 
can’t see but that the indictments carry the 
meaning pretty well.” 

In reference to the bill of particulars 
sought by the defehse, Judge Anderson said: 

Tou cannot have the government's evi- 
dence. If the government is required to givé 
the names of the persons or agents involved 
they will be telling the defense by whom they 
expect to prove the charges they have made.“

With a paint brush put 
the mixture on the cracks or places where 
the roaches hide. They will come out at 
once; then kill them. 

Mix a quantity of fresh burned plaster of 
paris with wheat flour and a little sugar; put 
in shallow plates and place in the corners of 
the kitchen and pantry. When it gets dark 
they will feast themselves on it, whether it 
interferes with the digestion or not, but after 
three or four preparations of the mixture no 
nnn Will be found on the premises.
